DERELICT VOLTURNO IS 
NOW AT BOTTOM OF SEA 


Oil Steamer's Crew Boarded Her 
October 18th and Opened Sea- 
cocks—Found Four Bodies 


Rotterdam, Oct. 30.—The story of 
the “nding of the sinking, charred 
derelict Voutnrno was told today on 
the arrival of the Dutch of steamer 
Charlois, belonging to the American 
Petroleum company, the Dutch 
branch of the Standard Oil company. 
The Charlois sighted the Volturno on 
Vctober 17, Capt, Scnmidt had not 
heard of the burning of the vessel 
and thought it possible that there 
might be survivors on the deck. A 
boat Was lowered under the command 
of the first officer, who stayed all 
night a short distance from the 
wreck,

POSTPONE OLYMPIC TRIALS 
YORK, Oct. 30.—James JB. 
American Olympic commis- 
-nounced tonight that he 
would rcquest the German Olympic 
committee, on behalf of the United 
States team, to postpone the opening 
of the Olympic games at perlin in 
1916, at least one week. According 
to the cables received from Berlin to- 
day the opening events in the track 
and field program are set for July 1st. 
This date would prove a handicap to 
the American team, according to Mr. 
Sullivan, since it would require the 
United States representatives to sail 
before the closing of the American 
colleges and universities, from which 
many members of the 1916 team are 
expected to be recruited. 

In discussing the conditions, 
Sullivan said: 

“It was the original intention of the 
German Olympic committee to Open 
the track meet about the middle of 
June. When I was abroad last sum- 
mer, I explained the situation ftfom 
an American standpoint, and request- 
ed a later date. ‘The German commit- 
tee evidently made a concession to us, 
but even to open The games on July 
1, will work a hardship on our team 
in 1916. The Stockholm games began 
on July 6, and a similar date at Ber- 
lin would be far more acceptable. 
Close to 560 per cent. of the team will 
be in college, some of whom will be 
graduated in the spring of that year. 
In many cases it would be impossible 
for them to leave college before June 
15, or later. To sail on that or a 
later date would put the team into 
Berlin with little or no time for final 
training.”
